*You may be EXEMPT from work/education requirements if you
are: caring for a child or incapacitated family member; medically
certified as unfit for work; regularly participating in a drug
addiction or alcoholic treatment and rehabilitation program;
pregnant; working 30 hours per week or receiving earnings at
least equal to 30 hours a week at the federal minimum wage;
receiving unemployment compensation; or currently at least
a part-time student.
